It  has  been  my  obje  ct  in  this  report  to 
amplify  to  some  small  extent  the  purely  factual  style  of 
report  of  previous  years.  My  purpose  in  doing  so  was 
twofold.  I wanted  to  convey  to  the  Council  as  clear  a 
picture  of  the  health  and  environmental  state  of  the  district 
as  possible,  and  secondly  I hoped  to  make  the  report  more 
readable  and  less  telagraphic  than  its  predecessors. 

It  will  be  seen  that  I dwelt,  perhaps 
rather  depresslngly  on  the  question  of  housing,  which  is  one 
of  the  biggest  environmental  problems  of  the  present  day. 

In  doing  so  I have  endeavoured  to  draw  together  as  many  of 
the  various  aspects  of  this  many  sided  problem  as  might  be 
informative.  V/e  all  knov;  the  solution  to  the  problem  but 
unfortunately  the  means  to  effect  it  are  lacking  at  present, 

I would  like  to  record  here  my  gratitude 
to  the  members  and  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  support 
and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

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General  Description  of  the  District 


The  Rural  District  of  Debon  came  into  being  on  1st  April, 
1934  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  East  Suffolk  Review 
Order  of  that  year.  Basically,  the  district  is  formed 
from  the  former  Woodbridge  Rural  District,  but  received 
parishes  from  the  Rural  Districts  of  Plomosgate,  and  Bosmore 
and  Claydon. 

The  Woodbridge  Rural  District  was  composed  of  some  50 
parishes  and  of  these  46  now  form  the  nucleus  of  the  Deben 
Rural  District,  From  Plomesgate,  Deben  received  18  parishes 
and  Bosmere  and  Claydon  contributed  one.  Thus  the  Rural 
District  of  Deben  nov/  totals  65  parishes. 

The  district  has  an  area  of  109,974  acres,  and  lies  along 
the  East  Coast  between  the  Rivers  Aide  in  the  North  and  Orwell 
in  the  South.  The  country  is  undulating  in  character  with  an 
elevation  up  to  approximately  200  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  district  is,  on  the  whole,  well  watered  by  numerous 
small  rivers  and  rivulets.  The  Vifestern  half  of  the  district 
is  mainly  heavy  agricultural  land,  while  the  Eastern  half  has 
a lighter  sandy  soil  and  considerable  heath-land. 

The  coast  itself  is  low  and  in  places  marshy  and  fringed  by 
shingly  beaches. 

The  density  of  population  is  low  especially  in  the  Northern 
and  Eastern  portions  of  the  district.  The  psirishes  which  lie 
in  the  S .E . corner,  however,  are  sufficiently  near  to  the 
Borough  of  Ipsvi/ich  to  act  as  dormitories  and  show  a higher 
concentration  of  population  than  in  other  parts. 

The  industries  of  the  district  are  in  the  main  those 
associated  with  agricufcure,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

The  Communications  both  road  and  rail,  centre  on 
Woodbridge  and  Ipswich,  but  in  the  outlying  parishes  they 
are  in  some  cases  infrequent  and  difficult. 

The  population  during  the  past  15  years  has  not  altered 
maierially  although  during  the  war  years  there  v/as  a small 
decline  which  was  probably  due  to  service  in  the  Forces, 

It  is  noticeable  that  a large  proportion  of  the  rural  families 
have  lived  in  the  neighbourhood  for  several  generations.

The  biggest  Public  Health  problem  of  these  post-war  ye-.rs  is 
undoubtedly  Housing,  and  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this 
problem  cannot  be  exaggerated. 

It  has  long  been  recognised  that  overcrowding  and  bad 
housing  conditions  favouj?  the  spread  of  coramunic  .bio  disease 
and  this  is  especially  true  of  Tab orcnlosis . Indeed,  I am 
convinced  that  once  the  problem  of  housing  is  solved,  that  of 
Tuberculosis  mil  steadily  diminish  in  seriousness. 

The  evil  effects  of  overcrov/ding  and  bad  housing  arc  not 
however  confii^od  to  spreading  disease,  and  much  of  the  pr.-.sen 
day  unhappiness  and  frustration  takes  origin  from  those  caus>. s 

' the  year  the  Council  has  built  up  to  its  full 
allocation  of  licences  but  it  is  unf ortun''.t thn.t,  far  from 
effecting  a reduction  in  the  v/aiting  list,  the  increase  in 
applications  has  outstripped  the  building.  The  housing 
st^.tistics  given  abo-^  show  the  tendency, 
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V/hon  Gstiinating  the  nui'nhj.r  of  houses  which  are  rec!.uirecfl.  we 
have  to  consider  not  onljr  the  waiting  listj  hut  allowancc- 
.aust  he  made  for  the  fact  that  with  a few  except!  i^ns  the 
demolition  of  suhst~ndard  houses  have  been  in  ahvayance  for 
nearly  iO  year©,  and  there  are  houses  in  practically  every 
parish  W'hich  are  hardy  hahitahlo  and  should  he  demolished  if 
alternative  accoinmod^t ion  could  he  found.  Allowance  lijust 
further  he  made  for  familios  which  are  housed  in  the  various 
cx-.irmy  and  R.-i.F.  canps  through-out  the  district  and  who  will. 
in  the  not  far  distant  future  need  re-housing.  The  hutments 
in  these  camps  have  in  some  cases  passed  their  allot ed  span  of 
useful  life  and  need  continuous  patching  to  maintain  even  a 
semhlence  of  comfort.  .inother  fact  of  importance  is  that 
during  the  last  ton  years  the  looioulation  of  tho  district  has 
increased  hy  ovo-r  I5OO  persons. 

It  will  thus bs  seen  that  in  Hjusing  v¥e  have  a groat  and 
sori.us  problem  the-  magnitude  of  which  shows  little  sign  of 
decreasing  with  the  passage  of  time.  It  is  to  be  feareds 

unless  the  rate  of  building  can  he  increased?  we  are  going  t'.:i 
ho  faced  with  this  problem  for  a long  time.

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Substandard  Hou s e s 


Since  the  war  authorities  have  by  force  of  circumstances 
had  to  make  .a  compromise  on  the  question  of  substandard 
houses  and  allow  buildings  which  in  -prewar  days  would  be 
considered  uninhabitable  to  be  patched  and  mended  so  that 
a few  iiiore  years  of  use  could  be  wrested  from  them  before 
their  inevitable  end  by  demolition. 

fhe  most  recent  full  scale  housing  survey,  which  was 
carried  out  in  1946,  showed  that  roughly  600  houses  fell 
into  category  5 and  contained  structural  defects  which  in 
normal  times  would  have  rendered  them  uninhabitable. 

In  addition  to  this  a further  53O  contained  serious 
structural  defects  of  a less  degree  (Category  4) 

oince  19^-6  energe.tic  housing  inspect j, on  has  been  carried 
on  and  whurever  possible  repairs  have  been  obtained  but  this 
does  not  materially  alter  the  fact  that  approximately  1100 
houses  in  the  district  are  nearing  the  end  of  their  useful 
life  and  require  replacement  as  soon  as  possible. 

During  1949  one  house  Yias  dealt  v/ith  under  Sections  11 
of  the  housing  Act,  1936,  by  a Demolition  Order  and  a group 
of  6 houses  was  made  the  subject  of  a Clearance  Order  under 
Section  25  and  26  of  th.^  Act. 


Type  of  house  needed . 

Up  to  the  present  the  types  of  dwelling  which  have  been  erected 
have  been  mainljr  3 bedroomed  houses  but  a small  number,  roughly 
one  in  ever-y  6 has  been  a 2 bedroomed  bungalow.  In  addition 
a very  few  4 bedroomed  houses  have  been  built. 

Vfnile  agreeing  the  above  distribution  probably  caters  for 
the  majoritj'-  of  families  I feel  that  it  might  be  more 
economical  to  build,  for  a ijeriod  at  least,  a higher  proportion 
of  2 and  also  4 bedroomed  houses,  the  former  of  which  might  be 
incorporated  in  flats.  In  this  w'ay  a family  wmth  a spaU'^ 

room  might  exchange  with  one  which  has  increased  in  nu.nb.ru 
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C.  NOTIg]j\BLB  DISBASJ . 


Infectious  disease  during  1949  was  not  unduljr  prevalent. 
The  total  number  of  notifications  received  was  447  which  is 
185  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  majority  of  notifications  were  received  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  and  the  month  of  flay  showed  the  highest 
number.  Soo  Tables  1 and  2, 


Measles . T‘-.o  total  niimbcr  of  notifications  of  measles  was 

considerably  less  than  in  1948  but  it  still  formed  the  largest 
single  group  of  diseases.  T'e  fall  in  number  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year  accords  with  our  finding  of  a biennial 
cycle . 


Whooping  Cough.  The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  which 
wore  notified  is  thw  highest  v^/o  have  recorded  since  notification 
of  this  disease  was  introduced  in  1940.  The  total  of  131 
cases  in  th^  year  cannot,  however  be  called  an  epidemic  even 
allovung  for  "missed'*  cases. 


Poliomyelitis.  During  the  . utumn  months  we  had  5 confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  district,  of  those,  tvra  wore 
visitors  who  developed  the  disease  soon  after  arrival  and  one 
■/ms  a service  man  who  had  just  returned  to  his  station  in  th^ 
district  from  leave.  It  s-^ems  likely  that  all  three  were 
infected  outside  the  district.  Of  the  remaining  two  indigen- 
ous cases  one  v/as  possibly  infected  by  one  of  the  above  visit- 
ors while  the  remaining  case  did  not  appear  to  have  any  trace- 
able contact  v/ith  the  disease. 


Diphtheria . This  malady,  once  so  prev''lonlJ  and  so  harmful 
only  produced  one  case  during  th^  y-ar.  The  patient  had  not 
been  immunised. 


Tuberculosis.  During  1949  the  number  of  casos  on  th..  Re,glstur 
increased  by  20.  As  vjlll  be  seen  from  statistics  these  were 
m"inly  fresh  notifications.  Tee  nunbc-r  of  deaths  however, 
from  Tuberculosis  was  the  lowest  since  1939.  S:je  Tables  3

3.  The  quantity  of  water  available  for  the  public  supply 
is  adequate  and  should  permit  of  considerable  extension 
of  mains. 

4»  In  quality  the  water  is  of  a high  standard  of  purity 
and  has  at  no  time  revealed  signs  of  contamination. 

The  hardness  and  high  iron  content  on  the  other  hand  are 
disadvantages.  Improvement  in  this  respect  might  be 
effected  by  filtration  and  aeimtion.  There  is  no  evidence 
of  plumbosolvency , 

5.  During  the  year  126  extensions  were  made  direct  to 
houses,  79  standpipes  were  installed  and  60  premises  were 
supplied  by  Meter.  Table  5 shows  the  distribution  of 
v/ater  by  the  Public  Mains.
